^t comprises operations conducted generally in enemy-held territory by 
predominantly indigenous forces on a paramilitary or military bssis supported 
and directed so some extent by the U.S, The purpose is o reduce the comoat 
effectiveness, industrial capability aid morale of the aieray. Agency assets 
provide assistance to Special Forces teams which are. groups of soldiers / 
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speciall7 trained to provde s upport, guidance and assis ance to d evel oping 

guerrilla forces. The teams are infiltrated into the GW areas by use of 

clandestine air operations. Once on the ground, an element is needed t o bridge 

the gap between ihe team and indigenous aesistance groups. Tjuis element is pro 

vided by AEDEPOT. The aedepot asset which performs this function is an indi 

■vidual or small gro,jp fluent in the language, familiar with the area, fully 
erap. - mine 

t rained in clandestine techniques, willing to undertake the t ask, and capable 
of making contact with potential geurrilla leaders. 

2. Evasion and Escape (EiStE); This is a DEPOT responsibility and involves no 
military forces. It encompasses the procedures and operations whereby 

U.S. and allied military personnel and otha? selected individuals are enabled b 
emerge from an enemy-held or unfriendly area d o areas under allied control. 
Recovery, and rescue operations are not considered to b e included in this 
definition. 

3, Subversion a gainst Hostile Stat s (S&S) : This is a Depot responsibility an 

involves no military forces. It comprises actions within enen^ or 
enemy-occupied areas by underground resistance groups and individuals of pre 
dominantly indigenous origin, supported and directed to some extent by the
